This 
fact is realiiscd by leading imperial- 
ists such as Lord Milner, who terms 
the word a very unfortunate mis- 
nomer.

The lecture given before the Elec- 
trical Club la»t evening by Dr. Mc- 

TaBtrart i>ii "Ufsustication [i)r Elec- 
tric Shock," wu8 much appreciated. 
Dr. MacTagfcart first knentioned 
some ot the theories advanced to ex 
plain the action of the current on 
the l>ody. The gi'iierally ucci'pteil 
theory ia that it the current acts in 
the region of tlie heml ami u.'ck only, 
shock is caused by aspbixia, while 
if over the region of the h«art it 
stops the action ot that organ. Dr. 
McTn;?gart then descrilwd the Sylves- 
ter method of artificiul rortpiration 
which lias been ntioil very successful- 
ly (and is in fact the only means 
available iu must cases. 

Several pieces of apparatus have 
been Invented to supply air to the 
UuiKS in case of shock. Mr. Balfour 
sliowed an rnstnirueiit used for this 
purpose by' the M.l,.H. & 1'. Co., 
which, when attaelied to the mo ith 
of the patient automatically supplies 
and exhausts air from the lungs at 
the proper rate. The M.L.H. & V. 
Co. are equippriit; each of their sub- 
stations ',witli one of these instru- 
ments iind are presenting one to each 
of the liospitals so that in ease of 
accident the apparatus nuiy be takun 
out with the ambulance.
